To 
such  it  may  be  said,  ‘  i)  ye  of  little  faith,’  look  at 
the  early  missionaries  at  the  Society  Islands;  for 
years  they  laboured  and  toiled,  were  scattered  and 
persecuted,  yet  were  not  entirely  forsaken.  In  proof 
\)f  this  1  would  merely  remark,  that  from  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  tlie  mission  in  1797,  to  1812,  a  period  of 
fifteen  years  of  laborious  effort,  no  apparent  good 
resulted  from  their  labours.  Look  also  at  tliat  mis-

And  yet,  the  trials  and  dis- 
y^iurag.  nients  wliich  attended  the  early  planting  of 
this  iiiissii.n,  were  of  such  a  nature  as  to  have  damped 
the  ardour  of  a  man  less  resolute  and  devoted  to  the 
gnat  worV  ih  which  he  was  engaged,  than  was  Mr 
Jiidson.  It  was  in  July,  1813,  that  he  arrived  at 
Haiigoon,  but  it  was  not  until  .May  5,  1819,  that  he  was 
permitted  to  witness  the  pleasing  evidence  that  a  dis¬ 
ciple  of  Boodh  had  renounced  his  errors,  and  had 
imbibed  the  principles  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus.  .  Shall 
tlie  friends  of  the  Greek  mission,  in  view  of  these  and 
similar  facts,  be  discouraged?  Shall  we  not  rather  take 
fresh  courage,  and  with  greater  real  and  vigour,  pro¬ 
secute  the  woik  we  have  in  haiul^  Christians  of  other 
denominations  are  with  a  praiseworthy  zeal  occupy¬ 
ing  the  fields,  white  to  the  harvest;  and  shall  Episco¬ 
palians  abme  remain  cold  and  uninterested  in  this 
glorious  work  I  Sliall  they  alone  disregard  tlie  com¬ 
mand  of  Christ,  to  go  into  all  the  world  and  preadi 
the  Gospel  to  et’fry  creature  >  We  trust  not — no,  we 
also  will  pray  and  labour,  that  the  cords  of  Zion  may 
be  lengthened;  that  the  Church  we  love  may  be  in¬ 
creased,  and  that  many  souls  at  tlie  great  day  of  ac¬ 
count,  through  our  instrumentality,  may  be  found 
among  the  ransomed  of  the  Lord  out  of  every  nation, 
and  that  with  them  we  may  sing  the  new  song  lohini 
who  hath  redeemed  us.” 


MISSION  TO  GREECE. 

We  are  permitted  to  copy  the  following  extracts 
from  a  private  letter  of  Mrs.  Hill,  dated  Athens,  Janu- 
uary  29lh,  1832. 

During  my  indispensable  aljsencc,  it  was  with  diffi¬ 
culty  Mr.  Robertson  could  withstand  the  importunity 
of  those  who  wished  to  remain  at  school,  it  being  im¬ 
possible  to  retain  more  a  fitw  who  w-ere  selected, 
ns  tnc  temalc  school  could  not  be  continued  for  all,  our 
teacher  being  too  young  and  inexperienced  for  the 
charge  of  the  whole  W  he.o  I  returned,  the  house  was 
daily  thronged  with  children  and  parents,  who  mani¬ 
fested  the  greatest  joy  at  seeing  me,  and  I  w  as  greatly 
affected  at  the  aUachmenl  wliich  thes'e  poor  people 
showed  for  me.  When  will  you  open  yon r  school  ] 
Will  you  take  mycliild?  were  asked,  and  repeated 
xnost  earnestly.  But  another  trial  awaited  me.  The 
time  we  had  taken  onr  school-house  for,  had  elapsed', 
the  owner,  an  English  gentleman,  had  arrived  during 
my  absence,  and  wanted  to  repair  it.  We  were  com- 
pelleli  to  leave  ;  it  was  not  possible  at  once  to  procure 
anotlier,  rents  were  high,  five  dollars  a  month  for  one 
room,  requiring  repairs  equal  to  twice  that  sum.  VV'e 
had  to  dismiss  our  Hellenic  teacher,  and  onr  I/incas- 
terian  teacher  and  school.  With  gteat  difficulty  we 
procured  a  miserable  room,  in  which  were  crowded 
sixty-five  boys  under  the  care  of  onr  second  teacher. 
Last  week  w'e  took  another  room  for  my  school,  about 
one-third  the  size  of  the  one  I  occupied  before,  and  to¬ 
morrow  resume  the  labours  I  left  with  so  much  regret 

We  have  experienced  so  many  of  God's  mercies 
that  we  will  not  distrust  him  now.  He  has  brought 
us  to  a  place  where  we  feel  ourselves  safe.  Here  we 
may  scatter  the  seeds  of  know  ledge,  and  by  training 
the  rising  generation  in  the  precepts  of  tlie  Go-^pel 
prepare  a  future  harvest  for  the  Church.  1  wish  you 
could  see  the  happy  countenance  of  a  little  Athenian 
girl,  (who  now  assists  me  in  the  light  work,  and  who 
1  hope  to  qualify  as  a  valuable  teacher  for  her  country¬ 
women,)  as  she  sits  study’ing  daily  her  New  Testa¬ 
ment  We  have  taught  her  to  read,  and  she  takes 
f»er  turn  in  reading  at  our  evening  devotions.  Her 
family  is  respectable.  Mr.  R.  has  taken  another; 
they  read  the  Scriptures  daily,  learn  the  manner  of 
ordering  our  families,  unite  with  us  at  the  stated  sea¬ 
sons  of  worship,  and  in  the  observance  of  the  Sabbath, 
And  we  trust  will  thus,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  be  lead 
'to  seek  and  learn  what  religion  is,  from  the  unerring 
word  of  God.  Notwithstanding  the  slraitnese  of  our 
outward  circumstances,  I  feel  great  comfort  at  the 
blessing  which  has  already  attended  our  labours.  This 
day  my  little  room  was  filled  with  Sunday  scholars, 
who  read  and  repeated  large  portions  of  the  Scrip-  i 
tures,  but  when  we  first  opeued  our  school  could  not ! 
tell  A  from  B. 

Feb.  5.  When  I  re-opened  my  school,  my  heart 
was  comforted  under  many  trials  at  the  affection  for 
roe,  which  the  children,  the  tender  objects  of  my  care, 
displayed,  and  at  coming  again  to  school.  The  time 
passed  pleasantly  while  etiTployed  in  my  delightful 
daily  task ;  but  no  news  was  received  from  my  dear 
husband ;  each  returning  day  brought  with  it  the  hope, 
that  before  its  close  our  hearts  would  be  cheered  by 
his  arrival :  the  shades  of  evening  w-ere  made  gloomy 
by  those  of  disappointment.  Last  Friday,  however, 
a  letter  was  brou^t  a  month  old — no  letter  from  Ame¬ 
rica — the  next  day  another  dated  January  10th,  giving 
us  the  grateful  news  that  letters  had  been  received.

our  children,  dear  ladies,  teach  them  all  you  can  to 
make  them  useful  and  respectable,  that  they  may  not 
grow  up  like  beasts,”  is  the  daily  and  pathetic  and 
heart-touching  appeal  from  widowed  mothers,  te^ 
tenderly  solicitous  for  the  welfare  of  their  on- 
spnng.  Accounts  already  sent  you  prove  that  some¬ 
thing  has  been  done.  But  facts  themselves  cannot 
convey  to  you  all  that  we  feel  we  are  doing,  and  it 
supported,  can  do,  for  the  cause  in  which  we  are  en¬ 
gaged.  It  is  the‘daily  witness  that  I  have  of  the  Lord  s 
goodness  in  blessing  my  feeble  efforts  that  sustains  me 
under  circumstances  which  would  otherwise  over¬ 
whelm  me,  and  makes  me  even,  in  this  trying  hour, 
steadfastly  believe  that  the  Lord  will  not  forsake  us 
for  we  have  put  our  trust  in  him.

CHURCH  POLITT. 

Mr.  Editor: — Feeling  myself  implicated  in  the 
charge  of  “declaring  the  invalidity  of  ordinances 
administered  by  clergymen  not  Episcopally  ordained,’ 

I  must  claim  the  privilege  of  a  short  reply.  The 
charge  I  will  not  deny;  the  invidious  reflections, 
which  sometimes  attend  it,  I  will  not  particularly  no¬ 
tice.  But  the  a  posteriori  reasoning,  adopted  by  some 
of  your  correspondents,  I  think  can  be  wholly  refuted. 

“That  ministers  of  other  denominations  are  men 
of  sound  evangelical  piety,”  and  are  instrumental  of 
converting  many  sinners,  none  of  us  should  for  a  mo¬ 
ment  doubt.  But  that  such  men  are  regularly  or¬ 
dained,  or  can  administer  regular  ordinances,  does 
by  no  means  follow.  Many  a  preacher,  who  never 
pretended  to  be  ordained,  has  been  truly  pious,  and 
has  done  much  to  promote  piety  among  others;  but 
this  is  no  evidence  of  his  right  to  administer  Gospel 
ordinances.  The  right  even  of  the  Episcopal  clergy 
is  not  grounded  upon  any  such  circumstance.  The 
reason  why  their  preaching  is  ever  effectual  is,  that 
they  preach  the  truth  of  God.  (0  that  they  would 
always  preach  it  in  its  purity  !)  But  though  some 
one  of  them  should  hever  preach  the  wholfrGospel,  and 
never  awaken  a  single  soul ;  yet,  if  he  has  been  re¬ 
gularly  ordained,  the  ordinances  that  he  administers 
are  regular  and  valid.  The  writer  knows  a  .man  in  the 
ministry,  who  preached  for  awhile;  and  was  apparently 
instrumental  of  many  conversions,  before  he  was  of 
age  to  receive  orders.  But  if  his  success  was  a 
proof  that  he  was  already  in  the  ministry,  there  was 
no  need  of  his  being  afterwards  ordained.  It  is  the  word 
preached,  not  the  office  of  the  preacher,  nor  even  his 
personal  holiness,  that  produces  the  effect.  Lay¬ 
men  and  even  lay-women  have  often  urged  the  truths 
of  the  Gospel  in  such  a  manner,  as  to  awaken  and 
convert  sinners.  But  what  sober  Christian  imagines 
this  to  be  an  evidence,  that  they  held  an  office  in  the 
Christian  Church  1  The  success  attendant  upon  the 
preaching  of  an  ordained  Deacon  is  considered  no 
proof  of  his  right  to  administer  the  lord’s  Supper ; 
no  more  is  the  success  attendant  upon  the  labours  of 
a  man  ordained  by  presbyters  or  laymen,  or  not  or¬ 
dained  at  all,  any  evidence  of  his  authority  to  admin¬ 
ister  an  ordinance  of  the  Gospel.  It  is  the  outward 
ordination  alone,  and  not  the  talents  or  qualifications 
of  the  man,  that  confers  the  ministerial  office.  VVe 
can  freely  admit  the  successfulness  of  any  faithful 
preaching,  w  ithout  acknowledging  the  regularity  of 
ordination  or  ordinances  out  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

Preaching  is  not  exclusively  an  official  act,  but  is 
often  done,  even  witli  much  effect,  by  those  w  ho  make 
no  pretensions  to  the  sacred  office.  Even  reading 
is  in  Scripture  called  preaching  :  “  Moses  of  old  time 
hath  in  every  city  them  that  preach  him,  being  read 
in  the  synagogue  every  Sabbath  day.”  The  mere 
laymen,  that  are  sent  out  to  read  the  Scriptures  and  an¬ 
swer  questions  among  the  Irish  peasantry,  do  in  fact 
preach  the  Gospel.  So,  many  in  country  do  much 
good  by  their  exhortations  in  religious  meetings  from 
house  to  house,  who  would  not  for  their  lives  presume 
to  administer  a  Christian  ordinance.  It  is  only  on 
this  principle,  that  an  exclusive  Episcopalian  can  even 
for  one  lime  consistently  attend  upon  the  preaching 
ofa  dissenting  minister;  and  with  the  same  consistency 
can  he  attend  upon  the  performance  of  a  mere  lay¬ 
man.  Neither  of  them  is  contrary  to  any  principle  of 
the  Gospel.  But  if  the  preacher  in  either  of  these 
cases,  proceeds  to  administer  a  Christian  sacrament, 
the  consistent  churchman  has  no  right  even  to  be  pre¬ 
sent  at  the  performance.  The  Apostles  organized  the 
Church  in  an  Episcopal  form;  and  every  departure 
from  that  form,  in  ordination  or  ordinances,  is  an  act 
of  schism. 

Though  the  above  communication,  Mr.  Editor,  may 
contain  some  things  contrary  to  your  sentiments;  yet 
I  do  not  think  you  can  in  justice  refuse  it  admittance, 
considering  how  much  latitude  you  have  given  to 
other  writers  on  this  subject.  Eenex.

Smyrna  when  these  letters  were  written,  nor  at  the 
date  of  .Mr.  Robertson’s  letter,  published  in  our  last,  a 
circumstance  which  occasioned  the  Missionaries  and 
especiallly  Mrs.  Hill,  no  small  degree  of  anxiety  and 
disquietude.  In  a  letter  of  January  18th,  which  we 
have  seen,  he  expresses  his  extreme  disappointment  at 
finding  no  vessels  from  Smyrna  by  which  he  could  return 
to  Athens,  but  on  the  9lh  of  February,  (as  appears 
from  the  last  number  of  the  Periodical  Paper,)  he  an¬ 
nounces  his  intention  of  sailing  the  following  day  from 
Smyrna,  on  his  return  to  -Athens.  We  trust  that  he 
arrived  there  in  due  season,  and  brought  with  him 
the  means  of  relieving  the  Mission  from  its  most  press¬ 
ing  difficulties.  His  absence  has  no  doubt  been  a  se¬ 
vere  trial  to  his  fellow-labourers,  and  not  less  so  to 
himself,  and  we  trust  that  after  his  return  the  affairs 
of  the  Mission  would  go  on  more  pleasantly  and  effi¬ 
ciently. 

We  hope  that  those  upon  whom  the  Mission  to 
Greece  depends  for  support,  will  take  into  serious 
consideration  its  wants  and  their  responsibility.  We 
entertain  the  confident  expectation  that  they  will  not 
be  backward  in  the  performance  of  the  sacred  and 
important  duties  to  which  they  are  now  called.  The  j 
work  to  which  they  have  put  their  hands  cannot  be  j 
less  important  now  in  their  estimation,  than  it  was  on  j 
the  establishment  of  the  Mission;  on  the  contrary,  the 
condition  of  the  Greeks  has  become  better  known, 
and  the  numerous  encouragements  which  have  cheer¬ 
ed  the  hearts  of  the  Missionaries,  have  also,  we  are 
confident,  increased  and  deepened  the  interest  of  its 
friends  at  home. 

With  these  impressions  we  make  known  to  our 
readers,  without  despondency,  the  w’ants  of  the  Mis¬ 
sion.  They  will  be  impressed  at  once  with  the  mag- 
nitude  of  the  work  which  has  been  undertaken;  it  will 
require  no  calculations  to  satisfy  them  that  large  re¬ 
sources  must  be  indispensable  to  carr}'  it  on,  even 
with  the  most  rigid  and  painful  economy,  and  they 
must  be  deeply  impressed  from  past  experience  with 
the  necessity  of  placing  a  timely  supply  in  the  treasury 
of  the  Society,  if  they  would  allow  it  time  for  a  safe 
and  seasonable  transmission  to  the  Missionaries  in  so 
disUnt  a  country.  And  whatever  the  judgment  and

On  Wednesday  morning,  June  20th,  at  8  o’clock, 
the  Massachusetts  Episcopal  Sunday-^hool  Society 
held  its  Annual  Meeting  for  the  choice  of  officers,  at 
Christ  Church.

On  proceeding  to  business,  it  was  stated  by  a  dis¬ 
tinguished  lay  member  of  the  Convention,  that  the  pro- 
•ceeilingsof  yesterday  had  been  unconstitutionally  con¬ 
cluded  ;  and  after  some  discussion,  a  motion  was  sub¬ 
mitted,  declaring  that  the  elections  of  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee,  [and  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention,] 
having  been  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Consti¬ 
tution,  were  null  and  void,  and  voting  now  to  proceed 
to  the  election.*  The  grounds  taken  by  the  mover, 
and  those  who  supported  his  motion,  were 

1.  The  Constitution  requires  that  the  clergy  and 
laity  shall  cote  as  two  distinct  orders ;  and  in  this  elec¬ 
tion  no  division  was  made. 

2.  The  Constitution  provides  that  no  congregation 
shall  have  more  than  one  vote,  and  several  congrega¬ 
tions  gave  three,  and  some  of  the  candidates  were  de¬ 
clared  to  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  one  vote  only. 

In  answer  to  this,  it  was  stated,  that  custom  had 
settled  the  law;  and  that,  as  no  divisions  had  taken 
place  between  the  two  orders,  in  former  Conventions, 
except  in  three  cases,  the  latest  of  which  was  nearly 
forty  years  ago,  it  was  to  be  inferred  that  none  was 
intended  to  be  made,  except  when  expressly  called 
for.  It  was  admitted  that  the  elections  were  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution.  The  discussion 
of  the  subject  was  continued  through  the  day,  and 
was  finally  settled  by  ayes  and  nays,  as  follows:

ri.ST  DAY  IN  RELATION  TO  THE  CHOLERA. 

From  the  documents  which  we  insert  below,  it  will 
be  seen,  that  several  distinguished  clergymen,  repre¬ 
senting  the  principal  religious  denominations  of  our 
land,  have  made  application  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  to  the  Governor  of  New-York,  and  to 
our  city  authorities,  for  the  appointment  of  a  day  of 
fasting  and  humiliation  before  God,  in  view  of  the 
awful  pestilence  with  which  our  country  is  threatened, 
and  that  the  request  has  in  each  case  been  respectfully 
declined.  The  President  declines,  on  the  ground,  that 
to  appoint  a  fast  would  be  “transcending  tlie  limits  pre¬ 
set  ibed  by  the  constitution  for  the  President ;”  Gover¬ 
nor  Throop  can  find  no  clause  in  our  state  constitution 
investing  him  with  any  such  authority  ;  and  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  seem  to  have  been  influenced  by  scruples 
of  a  similar  nature. 

We  certainly  have  arrived  at  a  new  era  in  relation 
to  tlie  action  of  the  civil  authority  in  religious  mat¬ 
ters.  During  the  late  war  with  Great  Britain,  Presi¬ 
dent  Madison,  whose  opinion  on  constitutional  ques¬ 
tions  has  always  commanded  the  very  highest  respect, 
did  not  scruple  to  proclaim  a  national  fast ;  Governor 
Throop  has  repeatedly,  in  his  official  character,  issued 
proclamations  for  thanksgiving  to  God  for  his  mercies; 
and  our  city  authorities,  a  few  years  since,  on  the 
occasion  of  the  death  of  Governor  Clinton,  if  we  re¬ 
member  correctly,  issued  their  formal  recommenda¬ 
tion  to  the  clergy  of  the  city,  to  acknowledge  publicly 
the  hand  of  God  in  that  afflicting  event  of  liis  provi¬ 
dence.  The.se  are  all  fresh  and  fair  precedents,  and 
one  would  suppose,  might  be  safely  followed  by 
the  men  now  in  power,  without  their  incurring  the 
censure  of  aiming  at  too  close  a  union  of  Church  and 
state.  It  seems,  however,  that  they  have  determined 
otherwise,  and  that  by  the  simultaneous  consent  of  the 
national,  state  and  city  governments,  a  new  rule  has 
been  established. 

W'hether  this  new  rule  is  on  the  whole  an  improve¬ 
ment,  may  admit  of  some  question.  *  ♦  ♦  ♦  ♦ 

Whether  our  civil  rulers  have  been  wise  in  thus  trans¬ 
ferring  the  power  of  appointing,  or  rather  the  prero¬ 
gative  of  recommending,  a  national  fast,  we  pretend 
not  to  determine.  Whatever  views,  however,  may  be 
entertained  on  this  point,  it  will  be  gratifying  to  every 
Christian  to  know  that  the  course  pursued  has  not 
originated  in  any  want  or  respect  for  religion,  but  that 
both  the  President  and  the  Governor  have  taken  pains 
to  express  their  belief  in  “  the  efficacy  of  prayer,” 
and  to  recognize  the  hand  of  God  in  the  pestilence 
which  is  now  abroad  in  the  world.

Dear  Brethren; — The  General  Synod  at  their  late 
ses-sion  in  the  city  of  New-York,  adopted  the  follow¬ 
ing  preamble  and  resolutions:  [The  preamble  and 
resolutions  will  be  found  in  our  paper  of  last  week.] 

The  Committee  before  they  were  informed  of  the 
existence  of  the  Cholera  in  Canada,  addres.scd  a  com¬ 
munication  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and 
transmitted  to  him  a  copy  of  the  above  proceedings 
of  the  Synod,  to  which  they  received  the  following 
reply : 

Washington,  June  12,  1632. 

Dear  Sir: — I  have  the  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  lOlh  inst.,  submitting  to 
me  an  extract  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Session  of  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of 
North  America,  relative  to  a  day  of  fasting,  humilia¬ 
tion  and  prayer,  at  this  time ;  and  which  your  Com¬ 
mittee  request  the  President  of  the  United  States  to 
appoint. 

W'hilst  I  concur  with  the  Synod  in  the  efficacy  of 
prayer,  and  in  the  hope  that  our  country  may  be  pre-

Reverend  Sirs :— I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
communication,  dated  the  I8th  ia.-^t.,  in  behalf  of  a  large 
and  respectable  meeting  of  the  Ministers  of  the  Gospel 
of  different  denominations,  resident  in  the  city  of  New'- 
York  and  elsewhere,  reqnestinf  of  me  to  proclaim  a 
day  of  Fasting,  Humiliation  atd  Prayer.  I  received 
alwut  the  same  time,  a  letter  from  the  Right  Rev. 
Bishop  Onderdonk ;  written  conmunications  from  re¬ 
ligious  societies  and  pious  individuals  in  oUier  parts  of 
the  state;  and  I  have  had  personal  interviews  with 
several  clergymen  of  this  city  and  elsewhere,  and 
committees,  wherein  the  same  request  was  urged,  and 
the  views  and  reasons  in  favour  of  it,  were  more  amply 
unfolded  to  me. 

From  this  simultaneous  movement,  without  concert, 
impielled  by  the  dreaded  approach  of  one  of  the  most 
appalling  pestilences  which  Almighty  God  has  seen 
fit  to  employ  in  executing  His  judgments,  and  by  a 
firm  conviction  of  the  efficacy  of  prayer  to  avert  it 
from  our  country,  1  cannot  doubt  of  the  unanimous 
wish  of  the  religious  part  of  our  community  upon 
this  subject  As  this  wish  appears  to  me  to  have 
been  expressed  without  a  due  considen.ti  m  of  the 
functions  of  the  Executive,  and  cannot,  in  my  judir- 
ment,  be  complied  with,  williout  an  usurpation 
both  reprehensible  and  impolitic  in  regard  to  our  civil 
and  religious  interests,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  cxplain- 
through  you,  to  the  public,  t!ie  principal  rea.-^Jins 
which  have  brought  me  to  the  conclusion  which  I  now 
express. 

While  the  duty  of  individuals  and  religious  com¬ 
munities  to  humble  themsetVes  before  God  in  limes  of 
public  calamity,  by  pestilence  or  otherwise,  is  clearly 
pointed  out  and  exemplified  in  the  Scriptures,  I  feel 
bound,  as  a  civil  officer,  to  look  for  the  rule  of  my  duty 
in  the  powers  conferred  ufion  the  executive  by  the  con¬ 
stitution,  and  the  laws  enacted  under  its  authority.  *  *

By  special  request  of  the  General  Association  of 
this  state,  recently  assembled  at  Norwich,  and  at  the 
solicitation  of  individuals,  members  of  this  community, 
and  from  a  conviction  that  the  power  of  man  to  avert 
danger  is  unavailing,  without  the  assistance  of  the 
Supreme  Governor  of  the  universe — 

1  have  thought  proper  to  recommend,  and  do  hereby 
recommend  to  the  religious  societies  of  all  denomina¬ 
tions  in  this  state,  with  their  teachers,  to  assemble  at 
their  usual  places  of  public  worship  on  Thursday,  the 


servedly  enjoyed,  I  most  sincerely  coucur  with  tlie 
resolution  of  the  Convention. 

To  produce  in  the  minds  of  our  families  tliat  devo¬ 
tional  attention  to  the  above  duties,  which  can  alone 
render  them  effectual,  I  hereby  recommend  to  the 
people  cominitti  d  to  my  charge,  the  suspension  of  the 
worldly  occupations  on  the  before  appointed  day  ; 
thereby  furnishing  tlieif  children  and  dependents  w’lth 
an  opportunity  of  assembling  in  their  usual  places  of 
worship,  to  invoke  with  their  prayers  the  blessing  of 
Heaven  on  our  Nation,  through  the  merits  and  death 
of  tlie  Lord  Jesus  Clirist — to  entreat  Jehovah  to  endue 
our  Rulers  w’ith  his  Holy  Spirit,  and  to  guide  them  by 
his  counsel — so  to  order  the  unruly  wills  and  affec¬ 
tions  of  sinful  men,  that  discord  and  confusion  may  be 
hushed  into  silence,  and  “  that  peace  and  happiness, 
truth  and  justice,  religion  and  piety  may  be  established 
arnong  ns  for  all  generations” — to  supplicate  the  .41- 
mighty  Being  njion  whom  we  arc  dependent  for  health 
and  life,  to  spare  us  from  the  ravages  of  that  awful 
disea.«c,  the  Cholera,  which  has  spread  desvtlation  and 
ruin  wherever  it  has  prevailed  ;  sweeping  by  its  pesti¬ 
lential  influence  thousands  and  tens  of  thousands  from 
the  face  of  the  earth — entreating  him  to  impress  our

— The  following,  we  per¬ 
ceive,  is  the  statute  adopted  by  this  institution  on  the 
subject  of  religion  : 

“  Instruction  shall  be  regularly  given  in  the  Evi¬ 
dences  of  Revealed  Religion,  in  the  Literature  and 
.Antiquities  of  the  Bible,  and  in  its  contents  as  llie  in¬ 
spired  rule  of  human  duty.  The  reading  of  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  and  prayers,  as  is  customary  in  other  literary  in¬ 
stitutions  of  this  country,  shall  also  be  a  pari  of  the 
daily  exercises  of  the  University.” 

This  is  as  it  should  be  :  and  it  is  gratifying  to  the 
friends  of  religion  and  ofletlers,  to  see  this  new  and 
rising  institution  taking  such  high  ground  on  so  im¬ 
portant  a  piiint.  The  instruction  contemplated  in¬ 
volves  nothing  which  can  properly  be  called  sectarian  ; 
and  at  the  same  lime  it  gives  lothe  Biblean  eminence 
as  a  book  of  truth,  of  literatilre,  and  of  morals,  that  is 
calculated  to  leave  a  most  salutary  impression  on  the 
mind  of  the  young  scholar.  We  are  especially  p’eased 
to  observe  the  attention  which  is  to  be  paid  to  “  litera¬ 
ture  and  antiquities  of  the  Bible.”  In  many  of  our 
colleges  Greek  and  Roman  Antiquities  are  studied, 
and  while  months  of  labour  are  bestowed  in  gaining  a 
knowledge  of  tlie  customs  of  those  Pagan  nations,  in 
order  fully  to  understand  their  writings,  little  or  no 
attention  is  paid  to  the  customs  of  a  people  to  whom 
“were  committed  the  oracles  of  G(k1,”  and  who  are 
of  more  interest  to  the  Christian  world  than  all  other 
nations  of  antiquity  combined.  We  should  liofie  that 
the  example  set  by.  the  University  may  be  generally 
followed. — N.  y.  Observer.
